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1 1 . BURGLARY AT VENEZUELAN CONSULATE GENERAL 

1 . SOUTH AFRICA - 

AFRICA GROUP DID NOT FINISH DRAFT RESPONSE TO WESTERN GROUP PRO- 
POSALS OF PREVIOUS EVENING UNTIL 5:00 P.M., MARCH 31. THE WESTERN 
GROUP DISCUSSED THE AFRICAN TEXT AND LISTED NINE PROBLEMS. THE MOST 
SENSITIVE OF WHICH RELATED TO FOREIGN ECONOMIC INVESTMENT IN SOUTH 
AFRICA, HOW THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN SC, OAU AND LIBERATION MOVE- 
MENTS SHOULD BE VIEWED IN THE DECLARATION, AND REFERENCE TO 
"MINORITY GOVERNMENT IN SOUTH AFRICA." THESE AMENDMENTS WERE PRE- 
SENTED TO THE AFRICAN AND NONALIGNED SC MEMBERS. AMB RAMPHUL 
(MAURITIUS) SAID HE PERSONALLY BELIEVED SEVERAL WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE, 

BUT HE WOULD HAVE TO TAKE THEM TO THE AFRICAN GROUP MEETING APRIL 1. 

HIS INVITATION TO AMB YOUNG TO ATTEND THAT MEETING TO PRESENT WEST- 
ERN THINKING WAS ACCEPTED. THE WESTERN GROUP SAID THEY PREFEREED TO 
HAVE SUBSTANCE OF RESOLUTION INCORPORATED INTO STATEMENT 
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INTRODUCING THE DECLARATION, BUT SUCH PROCEDURAL QUESTION SHOULD 
BE DECIDED UNDER NEW PRESIDENCY (VENEZUELA). DEPENDING ON OUTCOME 
OF AFRICAN GROUP MEETING AND SC CONSULTATIONS APRIL 1, IT MAY 
PROVE POSSIBLE TO MOVE TO FORMAL SC APPROVAL OF THE DECLARATION.

2. NONALIGNED COORDINATING COMMITTEE - 

MEMBERS OF NONALIGNED COORDINATING COMMITTEE (NACC) 

IN NEW YORK DECIDED THAT THE ONLY LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
(OTHER THAN THE PLO, WHICH IS A MEMBER OF NACC) WHICH WILL 
BE ALLOWED TO ATTEND THE NACC FOREIGN MINISTERS MEETING IN 
NEW DELHI AS OBSERVERS WILL BE THOSE FROM SOUTHERN AFRICAN 
RECOGNIZED BY OAU. SOURCE SAID MOST NACC MEMBERS DO NOT WANT 
THE ISSUE OF PUERTO RICO TO ARISE AND IT IS HIS IMPRESSION 
CUBANS DO NOT INTEND TO TAKE LEAD IN BRINGING UP THE 
MATTER. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 976) 

3. ELECTIONS TO HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION - 
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IN CONFIDENCE, MISOFF LEARNED THATITALY IS LIKELY TO 
AGREE TO WITHDRAW AS A CANDIDATE FOR ELECTION THIS YEAR 
TO THE HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION, LEAVING FRANCE, FRG, 

US AND AUSTRALIA TO COMPETE FOR THE THREE WEO SEATS. 

AUSTRALIANS ARE CAMPAIGNING ACTIVELY, STRESSING THE FACT 
THAT THEY ARE THE ONLY CANDIDATE FROM THE ASIAN/PACIFIC 
AREA. THAT POINT MAY BE RENDERED INVALID SOON, HOWEVER, 

BECAUSE WE HEARED THAT THE PHILIPPINES WILL SEEK ASIAN GROUP 
SEAT. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 974) 

4. OUTER SPACE LEGAL SUBCOMMITTEE - 

AUSTRIA, CANADA AND SWEDEN AGREED ON A NEW INFORMAL TEXT 
ON CONSULTATIONS AND AGREEMENTS AND DISTRIBUTED 
IT TO WORKING GROUP II (DIRECT BROADCAST SATELLITES) 

MARCH 30. LATER A MINI- WORKING GROUP DISCUSSED THE DRAFT 
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AND SUGGESTED NUMEROUS CHANGES, BUT THE MEETING CONCLUDED 
WITHOUT AN ACCEPTABLE TEXT. USDEL WAS PRESENT, BUT DID NOT 
ACTIVELY PARTICIPATE IN DRAFTING EXERCISE. PRIVATELY, 

SOVIETS ASKED USDEL WHETHER THIS LATEST PROPOSAL MIGHT SERVE 
AS ACCEPTABLE BASIS FOR COMPROMISE. THEY SAID THEY WOULD 
LIKE TO CONCLUDE DBS WORK THIS SESSION AND THAT WITH SOME 
CHANGES IN LANGUAGE THE COMBINED PROPOSAL MIGHT BE 
ACCEPTABLE TO USSR IF IT COULD FORM BASIS OF COMPROMISE 
ACCEPTABLE TO US. US RESPONSE WAS NON-COMMITTAL.

5 . SECURITY COUNCIL - SOUTH AFRICA 

SPEAKERS IN THE SC DEBATE ON SOUTH AFRICA IN THE A.M., 

MARCH 31, WERE REPRESENTATIVES OF VENEZUELA, CUBA, PANAMA, 

FRANCE, TOGO AND ETHIOPIA. THE COUNCIL WAS TO HAVE MET AGAIN IN 

THE AFTERNOON, BUT FAILED TO RESUME PENDING RESULTS OF CONSULTATIONS. 

THE UN CIRCULATED LETTER TO SC PRESIDENT FROM ITALIAN AMB 
VINCI (S/12314) REJECTING ALLEGATIONS OF ITALIAN VIOLATIONS 
OF THE ARMS EMBARGO, WHICH ONE OF THE SPEAKERS IN THE CURRENT 
DEBATE (MARCH 25) HAD SEEN FIT TO LAUNCH "IN AN EFFORT 
TO OVERSTRESS HIS CASE.” 

VENEZUELA - CONSALVI DECLARED THAT HITLER AND 
MUSSOLINI LED THE WORLD TO CONFLAGRATION, AND "VORSTER, WHO 
THINKS LIKE HITLER, MIGHT LEAD US THE SAME WAY." HE 
CRITICIZED THE PROPOSED PRESS CENSORSHIP. AND SAID 
FOREIGN INVESTMENTS IN SOUTH AFRICA PROVIDED OPEN AND 
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EFFECTIVE SUPPORT FOR THE PRETORIA REGIME, AND THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF NUCLEAR TECHNOLOGY IN SOUTH AFRICA DEPENDED 
ON INTERNATIONAL CORPORATIONS. 

CUBA - ALARCON DE QUESADA STATED THAT THE ONLY QUESTION 
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WAS HOW LONG THE IMPERIALISTS WOULD CONTINUE THEIR "DE- 
CEPTIVE MANEUVERS" AND THEIR SUPPORT OF THE RACIST REGIMES. 
ATTEMPTS TO USE "ANTI-COMMUNIST" ARGUMENTS AGAINST THE 
STRUGGLE WOULD FAIL. THE AFRICAN PEOPLES WELCOMED THE SUPPORT 
GIVEN TO THEIR CAUSE BY THE SOCIALIST COUNTRIES, HE SAID, 

QUOTING NELSON MANDELA AS HAVING SAID THAT FOR A LONG TIME 
THEIR ONLY SUPPORTERS WERE THE COMMUNISTS. WHATEVER "THE 
AGENTS OF IMPERIALISM AND THEIR LACKEYS" DID, AFRICA WOULD 
BE FREE. ALARCON SAID THE LEAST THE SC SHOULD DO WAS IMPOSE 
A MANDATORY ARMS EMBARGO AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA AND CALL FOR A 
HALT TO OTHER COOPERATION WITH THE PRETORIA REGIME. 
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PANAMA - ILLUECA TOLD THE SC THAT DISCRIMINATION RE- 
GARDING WORKERS IN SOUTH AFRICA ALSO OCCURRED IN THE CANAL 
ZONE IN PANAMA WHERE THERE WERE US RATES AND LOCAL RATES. 

THE TRANS KEI WAS A NON-AUTONOMOUS 

PROTECTORATE OF SOUTH AFRICA. WHERE THERE WAS DISCRIMINATION 
IN EDUCATION, AND A SIMILAR PATTERN APPLIED TO THE CANAL ZONE. 

THE SIMILARITY OF THE AFRICAN COLONIAL PROBLEM AND THE PANAMA 
COLONIAL PROBLEM LED TO THE CONCLUSION THAT LIKE SITUATIONS 
NEEDED LIKE SOLUTIONS. PANAMA HAD BEEN NEGOTIATING FOR 13 
YEARS WITH A GREAT POWER TO RECOVER ITS COLONIZED TERRI- 
TORY AND SOUGHT THE SUPPORT OF THE WORLD. ILLUECA WENT ON TO SAY 
THAT THERE SHOULD BE A COMPARISON MADE OF DISCRIMINATION 
PRACTICED BY SOUTH AFRICA AND THE US REGARDING PANAMA. 

THE ADMINISTRATION WAS BY A FOREIGN LANGUAGE, AND THERE WAS 
DISCRIMINATION IN EDUCATION, LABOR PRACTICES AND HOUSING. 
REGARDING PRESIDENT CARTER S RESPECT FOR HUMAN RIGHTS, HE 
SAID THAT THE RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION WAS A FUNDAMENTAL 
HUMAN RIGHT. DURING THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION HE EXPECTED 
THE LAST VESTIGES OF COLONIALISM IN BOTH LATIN AMERICA AND 
AFRICA TO DISAPPEAR, HE SAID. NOTING THERE WERE SOME 
ENCOURAGING SIGNS. DECOLONIZATION MUST BE IN ACCORD WITH THE UN 
DECOLONIZATION DECLARATION, AND EACH COUNTRY MUST RECOVER ITS 
NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY AND NATURAL RESOURCES IN ACCORD 
WITH UN DECISIONS. THE SC SHOULD INVOKE CHAPTER VII 
REGARDING SOUTH AFRICA, NAMIBIA AND ZIMBABWE, ILLUECA DECLARED. 

FRANCE - LEPRETTE HOPED SOUTH AFRICA WOULD NOT BE MISTAKEN 
ABOUT THE SCOPE OF THE DECLARATION NOW BEING WORKED OUT BY 
COUNCIL MEMBERS. "WE ARE CALLING FOR PRECISE CHANGES," 

AN END TO RACIAL SEPARATION AND THE BANTUSTAN POLICY IN SOUTH 
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AFRICA. THE VERY PHILOSOPHY UNDERLYING APARTHEID SHOULD 
BE ABANDONED AND REPLACED BY A POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC SYSTEM 
BASED ON EQUALITY. THERE WAS NO REASON TO THINK THIS WOULD BE 
UNACCEPTABLE FOR THE PRIVILEGED MINORITY NOW IN CONTROL IN SOUTH 
AFRICA. AFRICAN SPOKESMAN IN THE SC HAD SAID THAT THE 
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GOAL WAS MAJORITY RULE IN SOUTH AFRICA AND EQUAL RIGHTS FOR 
ALL. AS HAS BEEN SAID, "THE AFRICANS WANT TO BUILD AND NOT 
DESTROY." A NEW APPROACH WAS NEEDED TO THE DIFFICULT PROBLEMS 
AND THE TIME HAD COME TO OBTAIN FROM SOUTH AFRICA "THE FIRST 
REALLY SIGNIFICANT CONCESSIONS." 

TOGO - KODJOVI NOTED THERE WAS ESCALATION OF VIOLENCE IN THE 
AREA; INCREASED REPRESSION, WITH BRUTAL MASSACRES; INHUMAN MEASURES 
OF CONFINEMENT IN A GHETTO; ESTABLISHMENT OF BANTUSTANS, WHICH 
WERE CONCENTRATION CAMPS; AND INCREASED SOUTH AFRICA ATTACKS 
ON ITS NEIGHBORS. IF VORSTER WAS PROTECTOR OF "THE FREE 
WORLD," THIS WAS A GOOD WAY OF MAKING "THE FREE WORLD" DETESTED. 

ETHIOPIA - BF. KF LF. ASKED IF THE FRIENDS OF SOUTH AFRICA, AS 
A SIGN OF THEIR REVULSION AGAINST APARTHEID, HAD EVER TAKEN 
EVEN A TOKEN ACTION. HE QUOTED FROM THE MARCH 31 NEW YORK TIMES 
ARTICLE ON THE CONTINUING MILITARY BUILD-UP IN SOUTH AFRICA. THOSE 
GOVERNMENTS, HE SAID, WHICH HAD MADE HUMAN RIGHTS "THEIR 
NEW-FOUND CREDO" SHOULD APPLY IT IN SOUTH AFRICA 
INSTEAD OF LOOKING ALL OVER THE WORLD FOR "ACCEPTABLE CANDI- 
DATES FOR THEIR WRATH." THESE NEW CHAMPIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS SHOULD 
ALSO CONSIDER WHETHER THEIR SO-CALLED SECURITY AND ECONOMIC INTER- 
ESTS MIGHT NOT BE BETTER PROTECTED BY A MEANS OTHER 
THAN AT THE EXPENSE OF THE BLACK PEOPLE OF SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

HE QUOTED FROM "THE KISSINGER STUDY OF SOUTHERN AFRICA," WHICH, HE 
SAID, BROUGHT OUT CLEARLY THAT THE US INTEREST IN THE AREA WAS 
SECURITY AND ECONOMICS AND THAT THE US POLICY WOULD HAVE AS ITS 
GOAL THE MAINTEANCE OF THOSE INTERESTS. TO THE ARGUMENT THAT THE 
DOCUMENT WAS SEVEN YEARS OLD AND WAS ONLY A STUDY RATHER 
THAN APPROVED USG POLICY, HE WOULD REPLY THAT THE MAIN 
THESIS REMAINED THE SAME. WHAT WAS TRUE OF THE US WAS, OF 
COURSE, TRUE OF FRANCE, THE UK, FRG, ITALY, ISRAEL AND 
JAPAN. THE "SICKNESS" IN THE SOUTH AFRICAN SYSTEM HAD GONE TOO 
FAR FOR EITHER MEDICINE OR SURGERY. THE ANSWER WAS TO "KILL THE 
BODY.” (REPEATED INFO PANAMA) 
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6. SOUTH AFRICA'S MINITARY BUDGET - 
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HARRIMAN (NIGERIA), AS CHAIRMAN OF THE COMMITTEE AGAINST 
APARTHEID. ISSUED A STATEMENT MARCH 31 EXPRESSING ALARM AT THE 
GREATLY INCREASED 1977-78 SOUTH AFRICAN MILITARY BUDGET OF $1.9 
BILLION, A 21.3 PERCENT RISE OVER THE YEAR OF THE SOWETO MASSACRE. 

"HOW MANY MORE SHARPEVILLES AND SOWETOS DOES THAT CRIMINAL REGIME 
NEED TO PRECIPITATE, AND HOW MUCH MORE DOES IT NEED TO INCREASE 
ITS MILITARY BUDGET BEFORE THE MAJOR WESTERN POWERS WILL ACKNOW- 
LEDGE THAT THE SITUATION IS NOT MERELY A DISTURBANCE TO PEACE 
UNDER CHAPTER VII OF THE CHARTER?" HE ASKED. HE POINTED OUT THAT 
THE APARTHEID REGIME COUNTED ON FOREIGN LOANS AND INVESTMENTS TO 
FINANCE THIS MILITARY EXPANSION, AND THAT MUCH OF THE MILITARY 
BUDGET IS FOR ACQUISITION OF MILITARY EQUIPMENT AND SUPPLIES FROM 
A FEW WESTERN COUNTRIES. IN CONCLUSION, HARRIMAN STATED: "I WOULD, 
THEREFORE, LIKE TO WARN, ON BEHALF OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE, 

THAT ANY LOANS TO, OR INVESTMENTS IN, SOUTH AFRICA OR MILITARY 
SUPPLIES TO SOUTH AFRICA WOULD CONSTITUTE A COLLUSION WITH THE 
APARTHEID REGIME AND AN ACT OF HOSTILITY AGAINST THE PEOPLE OF 
SOUTH AFRICA AND THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA, AS WELL AS THE 
CAUSE OF PEACE AND INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION."
